It is emphasised that General Iron- 
side’s appointment is in no way a cri- 
ticism of the manner in which Gen-~ 
eral Kirke carried out his task.

General Dill, who recently became

Carl Lody was tried in one of the most 
beautiful and impressive ‘courts of justice - 
in all England—the Middlesex Guildhall— 
and since his activities brought him within 
the ‘purview of international military Jaw, 
his trial was-a. court-martial tn form, Ot oe. 

The constitution of the court had many 
points of interest. It was composed of a 
General officer—General ‘Lord Cheylesmore 
—and nine senior officers, These ten acted 
as both judges ‘and jury. 

Lody was, represented by Mr. George 
‘Eliott, K.C., .a famous cripinal advocate 
of that time. | ite , 

There was a thrili in court. when Mr. 
Elliott announced his intention of putting 
his client in the -witness-box. Lody, still 
escorted. by thé’ two. soldiers with fixed 
bayonets, walked deross to the witness-box 
and took the, oath. 

The story he ‘told was simple, straight-_. 
forward and had the hall-mark of. truth. 
He ‘had~ begun life as a~ seaman, 
serving on German, Norwegian and British 
ships, He had. travelled up .and down the 
world and spent much time in the United 
States, where he acquired his fluent English. 

He had joined the Imperial German Navy .

In July, during thdse crucial days before 
the declaration of. war, Lody had, reported 
to the Naval.

It was at this point that Lody’s counsel 
asked if he would give the name of this 
high officer. .Lody paused.

He had only his eight machine guns, 
loaded with ordinary ammunition.
